DRAFT TUB MILITIA. 


An old bw, passed in 170U, entitled 


"An act for the .Yational defence, by es- 
tablishing a uniform miHtia throughout 
tho United States," 
and afterwards 


amended and applied to all arms-bear- 
ing citizens of tho country, gives the 
President authority to order a draft.— 
The enactment immediately bearing on 
the subject, however, is that mado by 
tho last Congress, and passed J uly 
1C-, 


1S02. The first eeolion of that bill 
provides as follows: 


"That whenever tho President of thi 


United States shall call forth tho Mill- 


Bpociiy in nis noil tii^ ponoa lor wmci 
such Bcrvieo will bo required, cot ex- 
ceediaf cine months; and tho militia so 
called shall be mustered ia and eontirj 
uo to ecrre for nnd during tho lorm so 
specified, unless sooner discharged by 
command of the President. If by rea- 
son oi defects in existing laws, or in tbo 
execution of them in tho seyeral States 
or any of thorn, it ebalt bo Jound ne- 
cessary to provide for enrolling the mil- 
itia and otherwise putting ibis act into 
execution, the President is authorized 
in such cases to make all tho necessary 
roles and regulations : and tho enroll- 
ment of the militia shall ia all eases in- 
clude all nblebodied malo citizens be- 
tween tho ages of eighteen aad forly-five 
and stall bo apportioned among the 
States according to representative pop- 
ulation."
